Quintus Labienus was the son of Titus Labienus, who was perhaps Caesar’s 
most able general until he unexpectedly joined the Senatorial “party” in 49 BC, 
shortly before the outbreak of civil war. The elder Labienus died at Munda in 45 
BC. After the murder of Caesar, Quintus Labienus joined Brutus and Cassius, 
and in 43 BC was sent to Parthia to attempt to enlist the assistance of that 
kingdom in the struggle against Antony and Octavian. After the defeat of the 
republicans at Philippi in 42 BC, Labienus remained at the Parthian court, still 
negotiating for aid. These entreaties finally bore fruit, and early in 40 BC Labienus 
and Pacorus, son of the Parthian king Orodes, led a large army into Roman 
Syria. The Parthians and the turncoat Roman enjoyed considerable initial 
success, overrunning much of Syria and Asia Minor, until finally in 39 BC they 
were decisively defeated by Antony’s general Ventidius. Labienus was pursued 
and slain. The aurei and denarii of Labienus were struck at an uncertain mint. 


perhaps at Antioch, perhaps at a military mint moving with Labienus in Syria 
or south-eastern Asia Minor. Though few specimens survive today, in gold or 
silver, this was not a originally a tiny issue, at least in silver, as witnessed by 8 
obverse and 23 reverse dies recorded by Hersh. It seems evident that an effort 
was made, in antiquity, to destroy the coins of Labienus. This is contrary to the 
general practice in the last years of the Roman Republic. The legionary denarii 
of Mark Antony, to take the most obvious example, survive in massive numbers 
today. Certainly, they were never demonetized or removed from circulation. 
Generally, the Romans felt no need to blot out the memories of their defeated 
foes in the civil wars, with whom they shared a common background and 
experience, and in many cases former ties of family and friendship. The matter 
of Labienus was different though, because he led armies of a sovereign foreign 
enemy of Rome, fighting under their own standards, against the Roman east. He 
was seen as a traitor, an enemy of Rome. Probably, had Labienus merely hired 
Parthian mercenaries to fight in the Roman civil wars, and not hailed himself 
as “Parthicus” on the coins, such coins would be more frequently encountered 
today. Crawford notes that Labienus adopted Parthicus as his cognomen; it is 
not a descriptive term modifying Imp. 

The coins of Labienus are also of considerable artistic merit and technical 
accomplishment, lending credence to the notion they were produced in Antioch. 
Neither aurei nor denarii display the crude engraving or shoddy production 
typical of many Imperatorial coins, struck at emergency mints. The portraits are 
high-relief, vigorous and realistic, equal to the very best portraits of Caesar and 
Antony. The reverses also are of real interest, accurately depicting the small, 
light, long-tailed Parthian cavalry horse. As Hersh comments, “This is a living 
animal depicted, not a statue as on many Roman issues of the period”.. This is 
one of the great rarities of the Imperatorial series. Struck in high relief. Though 
worn, this coin is problem free.

She has large thick-rimmed hollow eyes, possibly for 
an inlay, a large wedge-shaped nose and a head hollowed on the top, most 
likely for an attached piece now lost. The figure’s general body shape with 
very broad shoulders and dramatically wide hips that taper to narrow legs very 
closely parallels the piece found in Mari and cited in Art of the First Cities: The 
Third Millennium B.C. from the Mediterranean to the Indus, by Joan Aruz and 
Ronald Wallenfels, p. 142, number 82.

SENWOSRET I, 12th Dynasty, reign of Senwosret I (1908-1875 B.C) Natural 
shells were used by the Egyptians from earliest times, as jewelry and for other 
practical purposes. While larger shells were most often used as containers for 
cosmetics, a large number of oyster shells inscribed with the name of Senwosret 
I (or his immediate successor Amenemhet II) exhibit drill holes near the hinge 
of the shell and were therefore evidently worn as pendants. Because these 
inscribed oyster shells are attested from the reigns of only these two kings, and 
because a couple of examples were found in the graves of soldiers, it has been 
suggested that these shells were worn as badges by members of a military 
organization founded by Senwosret I and then subsequently disbanded during 
the reign of his son. Since most oyster shells come from the Red Sea, it is 
possible the members of this military organization participated in expeditions 
through the eastern deserts of Egypt to the Red Sea.

Her breasts 
protrude below. Probably ancient humor relating to clinging children smothering 
their mothers with responsibility and work never-ending.

456. IMPORTANT THIRD INTERMEDIATE BLUE GLAZE ROYAL USHABTI, Late 

Third Intermediate Period, ca. 800 B.C. The upper half of a very fine bright 
blue glaze ushabti with darker detailed painting of the face, wig, agricultural 
implements and inscription. The one-line vertical inscription running down the 
front of this piece is very significant in that it is a royal inscription which reads: 
“The Osiris, the Divine Adoratrice of Amun...” The title “Divine Adoratrice of 
Amun” was borne by only princesses of the Third Intermediate Period and early 
Late Period. We are now in the process of identifying this particular princess 
to whom this ushabti belonged. The office alluded to in the inscription was 
primarily political in that it assured good relations between the kings based in the 
Delta and the high priests of the Amun cult at Thebes. The Divine Adoratress’s 
actual power was limited to the area around Thebes and came with a denial 
of the “normal” role of wife and mother, as the office holder was thought to 
be married to the god Amun.

457. A RARE LARGE BLUE GLAZED OVERSEER USHABTI, Third Intermediate

Isis was the goddess who encapsulated the virtues of the archetypal 
Egyptian wife and mother. She was the sister-wife to Osiris and mother to Horus.

BRONZE SEATED ISIS ON THRONE, Late Period, ca. 715-330 B.C. Nicely 
modeled Isis and Horus seated on a large throne with vertical open-work design.

BRONZE FIGURE OF OSIRIS WITH BASTET-CAT AND FALCON, Late 
Period, ca. 664-30 B.C. This figure of Osiris features an elaborate atef crown, 
generally composed of the bulbous White Crown of Upper Egypt, accented by 
flanking plumes, a uraeus, and twisted horns. Below the attached false beard, 
Osiris grasps the crook and flail, agricultural implements that indicate Osiris’ very 
ancient origins. The presence of the small cat indicates the widespread popularity 
of the cat-goddess Bastet at this time and the goddess’s magical associations. 
In some mythical contexts Bastet is identified as the mother of Anubis, god of 
embalming and the protector of the corpse, and, in the town of Edfu, she is 
referred to as “the ba (a soul element) of Isis”, wife of Osiris. Moreover, Bastet 
and the related leonine goddess Sekhmet are among the deities in control of 
a body of magical spirits or demons called sheseru (“arrows”). Among these 
were troops of emissaries and messengers who could punish sinners or attack 
as directed. The votive bronze may have included the cat representation to 
further invest the image with magical power to enlist powerful forces and thereby 
allow the offerer’s wishes to be fully directed to the god Osiris. The falcon-head 
surmounted by solar disk and plumes, found on the back of the Osiris figure 
invest the figure with the power of Horus, a great solar deity, representing the 
power of kingship. More fundamentally, Horus was the son of Osiris, and his 
defender against his murderer, the evil god Set. The combination of Osiris and 
Horus symbolizes the triumph of good over evil embodied in the myth of Osiris 
and the magical power Horus represented as Righteous Defender. The base of 
this highly unusual bronze votive incorporates two inscriptions to two individual 
deities. The side inscription makes reference to an offering to the solar deity Re, 
and the front inscription to the goddess Bastet, represented figurally as a cat in 
the corner of the statue composition itself.

540. SOUTH INDIAN BRONZE STANDING VISHNU, ca. 18th cent. A.D. The god 

stands on a circular lotus plinth, his primary arms in the gesture of bestowing 
gifts. In his other hand he would have held a baton. His secondary arms hold a 
wheel and a conch shell. Wonderful chocolate brown patina. H. 4 1/2” 525 

541 . INDIAN POLYCHROME MARBLE STELE OF AN ATTENDANT, ca. 1 8th-1 9th 

cent. A.D. This diminutive marble stele from Rajasthan depicts a female divine 
attendant richly adorned with golden jewels and fabrics. She holds a fly whisk 
over her shoulder. The piece is carved from white marble and has extensive 
remains of its original rich red, blue, green and black colors. Slight scattered 
abrasions and some minor chips to the base in the back. L. 9 1/2” 450 

542. INDIAN BRASS DIPALAKSHMI, ca. 18th-19th cent. A.D. The Hindu goddess 

of wealth and the consort of Vishnu stands bejeweled in a pleated dhoti holding 
a tear shaped basin. The piece is mounted on a high turned plinth. Wonderful 
even devotional wear. H. 1 0 3/4” 850 

543. ISLAMIC BRASS INSCRIBED BASIN, ca. 18th-19th cent. A.D. This basin, 

which was most likely made in Egypt, has four medallions inscribed on the bowl 
and a very prominent wide brim with a wide register of Quranic inscription. Dia.

544. INDIAN BRONZE SHIVA BHAIRAVA MASK, ca. 19th cent. A.D. Bhairava is 

a fierce form of Shiva. Initially represented as a wandering ascetic, Bhairava 
begins to assume a more grotesque form representing the malevolent forces 
of nature that need to be appeased. This trend is especially true in the folk 
traditions across northern India and Nepal. This piece is sculpted in a wonderful 
folk style with large bulging eyes, fangs, and a protruding tongue.

545. TIBETAN SILVER BUTTER LAMP, ca. early 19th cent. A.D. This is the classic 

Tibetan hourglass lamp form with the base made up of a double tiered lotus 
petal motif attached to a large semi-circular basin where the butter and the wick 
would have been placed.

546. NEPALESE BRONZE STANDING TARA, ca. late 19th-early 20th cent. A.D. 

This large and beautifully sculpted image of a Buddhist goddess of compassion 
depicts the bejeweled goddess in an elegant pose, one hand before her and 
another held over her head. She is ornately draped and bejeweled and stands 
on an openwork double lotus plinth. A wonderful example of later Nepalese 
style.

547. TIBETAN WOODEN POLYCHROME MAHAKALA MASK, ca. mid 19th cent. 

A.D. This over-lifesize festival mask depicts the grotesque deeply modeled face 
of Mahakala, complete with his bulging third eyes and his gaping mouth with 
fangs.

548. THAI LAQUER GILT BRONZE MANDORLA, ca. early 19th cent. A.D. This 

mandorla would have been mounted behind the head of a Buddha, thereby 
framing its head. It is a classic example of later Thai adornment with rich floral 
motifs and small inlayed mirrors over its gilt surface. An elegant piece of a 
classically Thai motif.

549. INDO-PERSIAN CYLINDRICAL LIDDED ENGRAVED CONTAINER, ca. 

19th cent. A.D. This is a classic example of Indo-Persian craftmanship. It 
blends Persian floral ornamentation with a rich density of Indian design as 
represented in multiple registers of engraved detail inlayed with lac. Lid lifts off.

550. INDO-PERSIAN ENGRAVED OCTAGONAL HINGED CASE, ca. 19th cent. 

A.D. This is a classic example of Indo-Persian craftmanship. It blends Persian 
floral ornamentation with a rich density of Indian design as represented in 
multiple registers of engraved detail inlayed with lac.

551. JAPANESE BOXWOOD SEATED DIGNITARY, ca. 19th cent. A.D. This

The piece is decorated with gold lacquer 
floral medallions and the wood has a wonderful aged patina and color. The 
figure is missing one implement from his left hand and there is a chip missing 
from the back of his sash.

552. A PAIR OF JAPANESE PORCELAIN AND CLOISONNE VASES, ca. late 19th 

cent. A.D. This is an unusual combination of porcelain and cloisonne. The 
bodies of the pieces are porcelain with two central scenes of birds with raised 
fan design on the sides. The fields and the rim of the vases are done in red, blue, 
green, pink, white and yellow floral cloisonne patterns. The pieces have been 
drilled through the bottom for a lamp mounting.
